COUNCIL CHIEF'S 
HOPE FOR CENTRE

THE deputy leader of Shrop¬ 
shire Council says he is confi¬ 
dent Oswestry’s leisure centre 
has a future - even going as 
far as to say he “would prob¬ 
ably leave the county” if it was 
to close. 

Councillor Steve Charmley issued 
an assurance for the future of the lei¬ 
sure centre and the town library after 
Oswestry Town Council last month 
indicated it would likely refuse to take 
on their running. 

Councillor Charmley said: “There is a future 
for them. I really could not see 
either of them closing. Whether 
Shropshire Council continues to 
run the leisure centre, that’s up 
for debate, but I am confident 
that these services will continue 
to run in the town.” 

Councillor Charmley said he 
believes their future will con¬ 
tinue through the commission¬ 
ing of the services locally, as 
well as through the town and 
surrounding parish councils working together. 
He said: “There’s a period of negotiation at the 
moment, and plus it doesn’t have to be the town 
council alone that runs them. 

“The library is the centrepiece for the town, 
people use it as a hub, and the leisure centre is a 
magnificent facility for the area, and it’s not just 
used by people from Oswestry.” 

Councillor Charmley said he believed by coun¬ 
cils and organisations working together, there 
was potential to save cash, which can be poured 
into a body that would run the services and “do 
things a little differently”. 

He said: “I firmly believe that it’s not for 
Shropshire Council to dictate terms to local 
councils, but for ideas to come forward. The 
amount of support from the town and parish 
councils for supporting these services will ulti¬ 
mately decide how these services operate going 
forward. It’s like we’re creating a Republic of 
Oswestry, putting the old borough together 
under a different banner.”

Company to create 
its own academy 
to fill skills gap 

A WELSHPOOL company is launching 
its own training academy, creating 16 
new apprenticeships. 

Sidoli, which makes desserts for the 
food service industry, employs 400 people 
at its Henfaes Lane headquarters. 

Bosses say the company is launching 
the academy to grow its own multi-skilled 
workforce, having previously struggled to 
recruit skilled staff. 

The company is working with training 
provider Cambrian Training Company, 
who will deliver the apprenticeship pro¬ 
grammes for the academy. Initially the 
training provider will deliver foundation 
apprenticeships in food industry skills, 
supporting apprentices in the workplace. 

Sidoli is recruiting young people be¬ 
tween the ages of 16 and 24 years. Appli¬ 
cants for the 16 apprenticeships will be 
invited to an open day on August 11 when 
they will be taken on a tour of Sidoli’s 
manufacturing facilities and told exactly 
what the jobs entail. 

“Like many manufacturing businesses, 
we find it difficult to attract skilled work¬ 
ers,” said Sidoli’s personnel manager 
Sian Evans.

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Councils in further clash 
over school transport row

CLAIMS that Powys County 
Council is shirking its responsi¬ 
bilities over school transport for 
Shropshire pupils have been re¬ 
jected by the authority. 

Powys County Council has de¬ 
scribed the criticism by Councillor 
David Minnery, Shropshire County 
Council’s cabinet member for children 
and young people, as “ill-informed, 
unfounded and based on a misunder¬ 
standing of the circumstances” sur¬ 
rounding school transport issues be¬ 
tween Shropshire and Llanfyllin. 

Earlier this month Councillor Minnery 
hit out at Powys County Council over its 
decision to enforce a policy which means 
parents of 149 Shropshire pupils attending 
Llanfyllin High School will no longer have 
their transport costs subsidised. 

The policy will come into force from 
2018 and could cost parents £660 a year. 
Councillor Minnery called on the council to 
rethink the decision, claiming that parents 
chose the school for their children with the 
belief that they would not face transport 
costs. 

But Councillor Wynne Jones, Powys 
County Council’s cabinet member for fi¬ 
nance, said: “We are disappointed that 
the Shropshire Council cabinet member 
has intervened in a subject that he doesn’t 
appear to understand by asking Powys to 
take on a responsibility that his council 
would not. Powys and Shropshire county 
councils have a responsibility to provide 
free home to school transport to qualifying 
children - those who live more than three 
miles from their nearest secondary school. 
Neither county will provide free transport 
when parents elect to send their children to 
a school that is not their nearest school as 
is the case with 149 pupils travelling from 
Shropshire to Llanfyllin.” 

Prior to 2008 many schools in Powys 
ran bus services outside of their catchment 
areas and used delegated school funding to 
pay for it. 

“This practice was not only unlawful, but 
used funding designated for education for 
transport,” said Councillor Jones. 

“Powys took the decision to bring the 
unlawful practice to an end and following 
discussions with secondary schools allowed 
three years for the change to be imple¬ 
mented.”

Council chief 
gives support 
to BID plan 

A COUNCIL chief believes trans¬ 
forming Oswestry town centre into a 
Business Improvement District (BID) 
will benefit the area. 

Councillor Steve Charmley, deputy 
leader of Shropshire Council, urged 
the town’s business community to 
make the most of the BID process. 

Oswestry is currently at the early 
stages of the process of becoming a 
BID town. Businesses in a BID zone 
pay an additional levy on top of their 
business rates, but the money raised 
could then bring in matched funding 
for projects to improve the town cen¬ 
tre and bring in more visitors. 

Shrewsbury is already a BID town, 
and in total there are about 200 BID 
towns and cities across the UK.

Court told of kill threat 
over victim's £600 debt

AN alleged drug dealer had 
threatened to kill a man who 
he believed owed him money 
and who was later stabbed at a 
house, a court heard. 

Luke Cross, 22, is also alleged to 
have threatened to burn down the vic¬ 
tim’s home over the £600 debt. 

A jury at Stafford Crown Court was told 
three of the defendants’ associates had con¬ 
fronted Barry Wright at a property in Cas- 
tlefields, Oswestry, in January this year. 

Mr Wright was attacked and suffered 
a stab wound to the left side of his back 
causing injuries to his spleen and a kidney 
which had to be removed. 

Matthew Lowe, prosecuting, told the jury 
three men - Arsene Cubaka, known as CJ, 
Telmo Bernardo and Nathan McCarthy - 
had all pleaded guilty to offences relating 
to the attack. 

It was claimed that Cross and the three 
men were involved in the supply of drugs in 
the Oswestry area. 

Cross, of Mount View in Sutton Coldfield, 
denies charges of making threats to kill and 
a threat to cause criminal damage. 

Mr Lowe said that Mr Wright was a co¬ 
caine addict and the attack on him was mo¬ 
tivated by Cross and the others believing 
the victim had taken some of their money. 

He said at the time Mr Wright lived in 
Queen Elizabeth Drive in Oswestry and his 
daughter Georgia lived at the same address. 

Mr Lowe said the threats were said to 
have been made by Cross in phone calls 
to Miss Wright when it was discovered the 
money was missing. 

He claimed Cross had told her that her 
father would be killed and that his home 
would be burned down with the intention 
that she believe the threat would be carried 
out if the money was not repaid. On Janu¬ 
ary 23 the defendant was returning from 
Spain and his three “business associates” 
visited Mr Wright’s address to collect the 
money. Later the same day Mr Wright was 
attacked at a friend’s house and the threats 
were said to have been made by Cross to 
Miss Wright in phone calls from an airport. 

Bernardo, 18, of Glau Gors, Caia 
Park,Wrexham, McCarthy, 22, of Abdon 
Avenue, Selly Oak, Birmingham and Cu¬ 
baka, 23 of Somerton Court, Erdington, 
Birmingham, remain in custody awaiting 
sentence. 

The trial continues. 


THE lives and stories of the 300- 
plus men who are commemorated 
on Oswestry’s war memorial gates 
are to make up a heritage resource 
to document the town’s role during 
the First World War.

“Doing the research has been very 
rewarding, revealing their life sto¬ 
ries, discovering who they were and 
how they came to be embroiled in 
such tragic world events.”

Fresh appeal in murder investigation 


POLICE have suspended their 
search for an unidentified body - 
but made a fresh appeal for infor¬ 
mation about the suspected murder 
victim.

“The investigation however con¬ 
tinues and we are now asking the 
public to help us identify who the 


unidentified man may be. From 
inquiries conducted we believe 
the person buried is an adult male 
from the Wrexham area whose first 
name is Nathan or Michael. Do you 
know a Nathan or Michael from the 
Wrexham area who you’ve had no 
contact with or not seen in the last 
five years? If so please call our in¬ 
vestigation team and help us piece 
this together.”

Teen used 
Facebook to 
set up man 

A TEENAGER set up a vulnerable man 
by creating a false Facebook profile in his 
name. 

She pretended that he was intending to 
cut her up and throw her into a river. 

Mold Crown Court heard that it was an 
attempt to get the man into trouble. The 
man was arrested and held in custody for 
24 hours on suspicion of making a threat 
to kill and other matters. 

Defendant Sophie Watkin, 18, of Bron y 
Buckley in Welshpool, admitted a charge of 
attempting to pervert the course of justice. 

She received a six-month prison sentence 
suspended for two years with 40 hours re¬ 
habilitation. The defendant was made the 
subject of a two-year order not to contact 
the man and not to pretend to be him on 
social media. 

Prosecuting barrister Simon Mintz said 
that on June 1, Facebook messages pur¬ 
ported to show that a man was intending 
to murder the defendant. 

As a result the man was arrested and 
questioned. But it quickly came to light 
that she had set up the Facebook profile 
herself and when arrested and interviewed 
she admitted doing so. 

Defending barrister Jonathan Austin 
said that Watkin was a very vulnerable 
young woman of good character. There was 
a background to the case and his client was 
immature, he said.. 

“She is sorry about what she did,” he 
said.

Councillor Roberts confirmed he had 
lodged a complaint with Wrexham Council, 
after the incident at Ysgol y Waun in Chirk. 

Councillor Terry Evans, who represents 
the Chirk South ward on Wrexham Coun¬ 
cil, said: “This is extremely alarming, I 
know this has happened in the past but 
this hasn’t happened for some time and I’m 
afraid this isn’t good enough. 

“I know that Kronospan is working on it 
but I’m afraid after 40 years, they’ve had 
long enough.” 

Kronospan chairman Mike McKenna 
apologised for “causing concern” at the 
school, and said work was being carried out 
to resolve the issue. 

He said: “There was no incident but the 
routine operation of our board production 
abatement system currently results in low 
level discharge of cleaned process gases. 

“On occasions, as a result of unusual 
climatic conditions, the emission grounds. 
Even though the emission is not harmful, 
it is not acceptable and as previously ex¬ 
plained we are in the process of ducting the 
process gas to a higher level to get better 
dispersion and resolve the issue.”

We all know he’s pompous, an¬ 
noying and a massive self-publi¬ 
cist who thrives on controversy 
but Piers Morgan really went too 
far this week when he criticised 
the Wales football team for an

onships. 

You’ve gathered by now that 
I’m no fan of the GMTV presenter 
and former editor of the News Of 
The World and Daily Mirror. 

I’ve detested the man since 
we rubbed shoulders at a Socie¬ 
ty of Editors conference when he 
attempted to defend himself for 
printing fake pictures in The Mir¬ 
ror of the British Army allegedly 
abusing Iraqi prisoners. 

Morgan refused to apologise 
and was fired by Trinity Mirror 
boss Sly Bailey for authorising 
the publication of the false im¬ 
ages. 

His understanding of journal¬ 
ism and the art of newspaper ed¬ 
itor strides down a very different 
road to the one I travel. 

Morgan took to Twitter to crit¬ 
icise the Wales team and the 
Welsh nation for celebrating the 
greatest football achievement 
in the history of the nation with 
an open top bus parade through 
Cardiff and party at Cardiff City 
Stadium, claiming it was “over 
the top”. 

Morgan’s words caused a fu¬ 
rore on social media sites and 
rightly so. Wales fans took the 
TV presenter to task with Plaid 
Cymru AM Bethan Jenkins, Ash¬ 
es cricket winner Simon Jones 
and sports presenter Gabby Lo¬ 
gan joining in after he tweeted 
- “The Wales football team do 
realise they didn’t even make the 
Euro 2016 final, right?” 

An Arsenal fan, Morgan is a 
huge critic of Gunners and Wales 
midfielder Aaron Ramsey, who 
turned out to be one of the stars 
of the European tournament. So 
yet another case of sour grapes 
from the man who makes me 
cringe every time I see him on 
the GMTV sofa. 

And just a bit of advice Piers, 
stay the other side of Offa’s Dyke 
if you know what’s good for you. 

There may be lots of talk of 
companies pulling out of the UK 
after the Brexit vote but that’s 
certainly not the case for Welsh¬ 
pool’s major employer Sidolis 
who this week announced they 
were recruiting 16 new appren¬ 
ticeships for a new training 
academy. 

It seems the dessert making 
company, which employs over 
400 people in Welshpool, has 
struggled to recruit skilled staff 
despite being a major success 
story in Mid Wales where it has 
been based since 1982. 

The academy will represent 
a significant investment by the 
company and will hopefully 
serve as an example to many 
others that are acknowledging 
huge skill gaps in the country 
since apprenticeships became 
unfashionable.

Households 'still paying 
too much for energy' 


MARK ANDREWS takes a 
closer look at our energy 
prices and the monopoly 
held by the National Grid 

FROM the cute little animated 
figure on people’s doorstep 
telling them how to save mon¬ 
ey on their bills, to the urgent 
telephone calls from gas and 
electricity providers telling you 
it is time to switch, we could 
all be forgiven for thinking we 
have one of the most compet¬ 
itive energy industries in the 
world. 

But, while energy prices have fall¬ 
en since reaching their peak dur¬ 
ing the latter months of 2013, it 
has been claimed that the average 
household is still paying £37 a year 
more than it should be for its gas 
and electricity. And for once, it is not 
the so-called ‘Big Six’ which are to 
blame. 

Back in 2013, when concerns about en¬ 
ergy prices were at their height, a debate 
broke out about how best to tackle the 
problem of soaring bills. 

Then-Labour leader Ed Miliband called 
for legislation which would freeze prices 
for up to 20 months, but David Cameron 
instead opted for reform of the market, 
introducing more competition to drive 
prices down. 

The Government will doubtless point 
to some degree of success. Today there 
are 35 energy suppliers competing for 
your business, double the number there 
were four years ago, and the smaller, in¬ 
dependent suppliers now hold 15.5 per 
cent of the market. However, the profits 
made by even the Big Six pale into com-

parison compared to those of the Na¬ 
tional Grid. 

While the different energy suppliers 
compete to handle the billing side of the 
industry, the Warwick-based company 
effectively has a monopoly over the net¬ 
work which delivers gas and electricity 
to the UK. It doesn’t matter whether 
you’re with British Gas, SSE, or one of 
the new independent energy suppliers, 
your gas and electricity still comes from 
the same source through the same pipes 
and cables. And these are managed by 
National Grid. 

Last year the Grid generated a net 
profit of more than £2 billion, nearly 
four times as much as British Gas. 
According to Mark Todd, of compari¬ 
son site Energy helpline, the company 
makes around £150 from the average 
energy bill. 

Because of its monopoly status, the 


company’s charges are regulated by 
energy watchdog Ofgem, but Mr Todd 
says these controls are not near strin¬ 
gent enough. 

“National Grid owns most of the 
pipes and wires down which gas and 
electricity flows in the UK,” he says. 

“It’s not the most exciting of busi¬ 
nesses, but it’s one of the most lucra¬ 
tive. Their UK profit margin is an 
incredible 38 per cent. Google makes 
20 per cent, British Gas and SSE make 
five per cent. Only companies like Apple 
beat them currently on a 40 per cent 
margin. 

“This is happening because they are 
simply allowed to charge too much by 
Ofgem who sets their pricing. Ofgem 
could change this.” 

Mr Todd said a 25 per cent reduction 
in charges to suppliers through tougher 
price limits similar to those in the US 


would save households £37 a year. Na¬ 
tional Grid says its charges account for 
approximately five per cent of a typical 
household energy bill, which pays for 
the safe operation of gas and electricity 
transmission networks across the UK. 

“To ensure these networks are able 
to cope with future demands efficiently, 
National Grid invested a record £4 bil¬ 
lion in its energy infrastructure last 
year,” said a spokesman for the com¬ 
pany. 

“We are incentivised by the energy 
regulator Ofgem to get the most cost-ef¬ 
fective deal for ill payers. Over the past 
three years, this has already seen us 
generate savings of around £330 million 
for UK customers.” 

Mr Todd is not convinced. He points 
out that National Grid also does pretty 
much the same work in the US, but 
makes less than 16 per cent profit in the 
American market compared to 38 per 
cent in the UK. 

“They can’t use the investment argu¬ 
ment to justify these huge takings,” he 
says. 

“Despite much lower profits, they 
actually invested more in America last 
year than in the UK. The regulators 
over there are much tougher and their 
profits are limited, even though they are 
basically doing the same thing.” 

The House of Commons energy com¬ 
mittee has published a report calling 
for National Grid to be stripped of its 
powers for balancing Britain’s future 
energy system. The committee called for 
the company to be relieved of its duties 
in shaping future energy policy, with its 
role instead transferred to a new inde¬ 
pendent system operator (ISO). 

But the Grid has hit back, quoting a 
report by Lord Adonis of the National 
Infrastructure Commission which said 
there was no sign that the company had 
negatively affected consumers. 

“Our priority as a system operator 
will always be balancing the system min¬ 
ute-by-minute and getting the best value 
for billpayers,” said a Grid spokesman.

I very much hope this is not 
going to happen either. 

Coalition 

In 2010, the Liberal Democrat/ 
Conservative Coalition forced 
through (at the insistence of the 
Liberal Democrats) that each 
parliament should last five years. 

In future no Prime Minister 
should have the power to call 
an election just when he or she 
wants to. 

The next General Election will 
be in May 2020. It may well be 
to the benefit of the Conservative 
Party to have a General Election 
in October while the official La¬ 
bour opposition are in such to¬ 
tal disarray. My view is that this 
would be ‘opportunistic’ and 
would be seen as such.

Research suggests that during big sport¬ 
ing events reports of domestic violence 
increase; the statistics make for sobering 
reading. During the 2006 World Cup held 
in Germany, Home Office data showed a 31 
per cent rise in domestic violence reports 
on the day of England’s 1-0 victory over 
Paraguay. On the day of England’s exit 
from the tournament, beaten on penalties 
by Portugal, reports increased by just over 
30 per cent. On average there was a 25 per 
cent rise in domestic violence reports on 
the days of England games, with one in four 
offenders found to be under the influence 
of alcohol. 

We support those affected by domestic 
abuse and help them to explore options to 
tackle their situation, particularly at a time 
when emotions can be heightened.

A SOCIAL housing provider 
managing 4,200 properties has 
warned changes to Government 
legislation could lead to a re¬ 
duction in the number of homes 
available. 

STAR Housing, which manages 
more than 4,000 social housing homes 
in Oswestry and Bridgnorth, says new 
management arrangements are being 
considered in an effort to safeguard 
the number of homes available to the 
most vulnerable. 

Currently there are 6,000 people on the 
waiting list for social housing in Shrop¬ 
shire. Sue Adams, managing director of 
STAR Housing, said the company had 
achieved considerable success since it was 
set up, particularly ensuring that 100 per 
cent of homes meet Government living 
standards.However, Mrs Adams said that 
the Housing and Planning Act being intro¬ 
duced by the Government could have seri¬ 
ous implications on the company’s ability to 
maintain its number of homes. 

She said: “There are a couple of things 
coming in with that that we feel could 
cause issues for us in the longer term. One 
is around pay to stay, which unfairly means 
any money raised by raising working ten¬ 
ants’ rents has to be given back to the Gov¬ 
ernment. That is not the same for housing 
associations.” 

The changes in the law could also mean 
that when high value properties become 
vacant they may well have to be sold, with 
the proceeds being used to fund the Gov¬ 
ernment’s right to buy scheme in housing 
associations, which allows tenants to buy 
their own homes. Around 400 properties 
could be affected by the policy, which would 
lead to a loss of around £50 million to STAR 
Housing over 30 years. 


HOPE House Children’s Hospice is 
quids in thanks to the generosity of 
an Oswestry restaurant and its cus¬ 
tomers.

Plans for poultry unit 
is set for the go-ahead

PROPOSALS to build an intensive poultry 
unit housing up to 100,000 chickens look 
set to be approved. 

The plans have been submitted by ap¬ 
plicants Ystym Colwyn Farms to Powys 
County Council for the erection of intensive 
poultry unit comprising two buildings, con¬ 
struction of vehicular access and associated 
works at Ystym Colwyn in Meifod. 

The authority’s planning, taxi licens¬ 
ing and rights of way committee will meet 
today (Thursday) to consider the applica¬ 
tion, which is recommended for approval. 

Permission is sought for the erection of 
two broiler units to include six feed bins, 
a generator store, an office, shower room, 
control room, tool room, toilet, hardstand- 
ing to front of sheds for turning, loading 
and unloading, a new vehicular access and 
landscaping proposals. 

The proposed broiler units would have 
the potential to accommodate 100,000 birds 
in total and each measure about 115 metres 
by 18.5 metres with a building measuring 
6.4 metres by 10 metres located in between 
the two poultry units. 

The total floor area for each shed would 
be 2,127.5 square metres. 

The proposed new access would be con¬ 
structed off the A490 via a new access 
track. 

Members of Meifod Community Council 
agreed to support the application, with no 
objections received. 

The community council also said there 
are no nearby dwellings that would be af¬ 
fected by the development. 

It is understood that some local employ¬ 
ment might result from the proposal. 

The council’s taxi licensing and rights of 
way committee will meet at 10am today at 
the Council Chamber at Neuadd Maldwyn 
in Welshpool. 


Temporary war exhibition on display

A NEW temporary exhibition 
commemorating World War One 
and the harsh reality of life for 
soldiers stuck in rat-infested 
trenches has gone on show at a 
museum. 

Powysland Museum curator 
Eva Bredsdorff said: “Much of 
the fighting during World War 
One took place in no-man’s-land 
between defensive trenches cre¬ 
ated by the warring armies. For 
many soldiers, these trenches 
became their home for several 
years and they had to adopt to 
often horrific living conditions 
including flooding, rats, dis¬ 
eases and lice. “There was also 
boredom, interspersed with 
‘going-over-the-top’ military 
manoeuvers which gained lit¬ 
tle or no results but caused the 
death and injury of thousands 
of young men. The displays look 
at a number of aspects of trench 
war including daily life, leisure 
time, ‘trench-art’, gas-attacks, 
heroism and death.” She said 
the displays will be based on 
the museum’s own collection of 
war memorabilia and objects in 
Welshpool. “For the 2016 exhi¬ 
bition the museum is focusing 
on the war in the trenches, es¬ 
pecially on the Western Front, 
where so many young men lost 
their lives - including soldiers 
from Welshpool and Montgom¬ 
eryshire,” she added. The exhi¬ 
bition runs until September 13.

Man fined 
by court over 
water rules 

A MAN was fined £660 for failing to 
give his local authority information 
about his private water supply. 

Robert Lewis of Pontrobert, Mei¬ 
fod, near Welshpool, was prosecuted 
under Section 85 of the Water Indus¬ 
try Act 1991 for not returning an RFI 
notice about his private water supply. 

Now Powys County Council’s envi¬ 
ronmental protection team is warning 
residents who have a private water 
supply to return their information to 
the council when they receive a requi¬ 
sition for information (RFI) notice or 
they could face prosecution. 

Mr Lewis was found guilty at Lla¬ 
ndrindod Wells Magistrates Court. 
He was fined £660 and also ordered 
to pay £150 investigation costs, £100 
legal costs and a £66 victim surcharge. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet 
member for environmental protec¬ 
tion, said: “The council has a duty 
to maintain an accurate record of all 
private water supplies in the county 
and we send out questionnaires to all 
those properties we believe is served 
by a private water supply to collect 
this data. 

“The replies provide very useful in¬ 
formation during pollution incidents.”

A WOODLAND will enjoy a revival 
which will improve the site for ani¬ 
mals and visitors thanks to a partner¬ 
ship between a wildlife charity and a 
supermarket’s plastic bag levy.

Top tips to make your

Printed colour charts aren’t accu¬ 
rate, so don’t rely on them, and the 
same is true of paint colours viewed 
online - always try the paint in the 
room it’ll be used in. 

Once you’ve found an emulsion you 
like, you’ll need to work out how much 
to buy. 

The paint tin will have information 


on coverage, and you can use an online 
paint calculator to work out how much 
paint is needed per room. 

These calculators take into account 
things like the size of the walls, win¬ 
dows and doors, but not the type of 
emulsion you’re using or the state of 
the walls themselves. 

As soon as you start applying an 
emulsion, you’ll be able to see how well 
it covers and get an idea of how many 
coats you’ll have to do. The quality of 
the emulsion will affect the number of 
coats, as will the state of the walls.

The child, hidden by the flowering stems 
of balsam and an occasional willow, its 
lower boughs strewn with the flotsam and 
jetsam of floods passed, lowered his profile 
in the classic stalk of a predator absolutely 
intent on its prey.

Cabbie fears for 
future because of 
new regulations 

A TAXI driver who has been working on the Shropshire 
border patch for 20 years says he can’t afford £25,000 to 
buy a new taxi that complies with new disabled regulations 
which he claims could put him and car hire firms out of 
business. 

Gary Pottinger, of Gary Pottinger Taxis and Private 
Hire Vehicles in Llangollen, fears his disabled customers 
will lose out because of the “new Euro five emission regu¬ 
lations” that have been set up to protect them because taxi 
drivers like himself can’t afford to update their vehicles. 

He said: “I have a disabled use vehicle that I have been 
using as a taxi for years but it isn’t complying with the new 
regulations so I will have to take it off the road from this 
August when its plate runs out. I cannot afford to replace it 
so I won’t be able to have disabled customers. I’m just not 
in a position to have that kind of money. When my disabled 
customers hear this it will come as a shock to them. 

“The regulations came in two years ago but taxi busi¬ 
nesses are only just beginning to feel the financial impact 
of them now. I often get calls from wheelchair users and I 
have contracts at schools for wheelchair-accessible school 
runs. 

“I work in England and Wales and, as far as I know, 
Shropshire Council is the only local council to have brought 
these new rules in. I’ve not been made aware of any such 
stipulations from Wrexham County Borough Council or 
Denbighshire County Council. 

“Shropshire Council has sent me direct correspondence 
to comply with.” 

Karen Collier, Shropshire Council’s operations manager 
for health and community protection, said: “The funda¬ 
mental purpose of Shropshire Council’s Hackney Carriage 
and Private Hire Licensing Policy 2015-19 is to protect the 
safety and welfare of the public who live, work and visit 
Shropshire. 

“While we understand the individuals concerns, since the 
policy came into effect in April 2015, we know of a number 
of people who have done what the policy requires of them 
in terms of getting the right vehicles to satisfy the require¬ 
ments. 

“The safety of all our residents and visitors is absolutely 
paramount and we have to, as a council, put that at the 
forefront of the public safety process. This policy therefore 
strengthens our commitment to people in Shropshire. 

“Our officers are happy to provide advice on the options 
available to businesses.

Heading the parade, which took about 20 
minutes to go by any one point, was Llangol¬ 
len’s bearded town crier Austin Cheminais with 
mayor and mayoress Mike and Melanie Adams 
and the Llangollen Silver Band. 

Eisteddfod President Terry Waite waved to

nesia and China. 

Among the most eye-catching was a contin¬ 
gent of youngsters from Zimbabwe in their daz¬ 
zling national costumes.

A Welsh

“LLANGOLLEN - where Wales welcomes the 
World.” 

The motto of the International Musical Eistedd¬ 
fod was as true last week as it has always been as the 
festival celebrated its 70th anniversary. 

A grand pavilion has replaced the large tent set up to 
host the first event at the end of the Second World War and 
the eisteddfod now attracts competitors and stars from not 
only Europe but across the globe. 

But each is given a welcome as warm as that afforded to 
the Spanish choir that was the first to arrive in the town 
70 years ago or the post-war German children’s choir de¬ 
scribed by Dylan Thomas as “pigtailed angels”. 

This year’s overseas competition included those from 
Europe, Scandinavia, Africa, India, America and the Carib¬ 
bean, Indonesia and Australia. Closer to home, there have 
been groups from Wales, England, and Scotland. 

A folk group from Albania arrived with just one member 
able to speak a very small amount of English. Its 13 mem¬ 
bers were hosted by villagers in Overton-on-Dee on the 
Shropshire border. They also welcomed a 35-strong group 
from the Czech Republic. 

Carol Dykes, Overton’s eisteddfod organiser, said the 
language barrier was “interesting”. 

“We used sign language and they all called me ‘mama’,” 
she said. 

“Overton has been hosting eisteddfod competitors for 
years. It is a great thing to do - even though you might end 
up sleeping on the sofa or in the box room for a few nights. 

Thousands of people attended the eisteddfod. Eisteddfod 
life president Gethin Davies said this year’s evening con¬ 
certs had been exceptional. Among the top acts this year 
were Jools Holland and Bryn Terfel.

Tarzan swings on in 


Bare-chested Alexander Skarsgard shines as the hero in The Legend of Tarzan, at cinemas now

IT’S been almost 100 years since 
Edgar Rice Burroughs’ muscular 
protector of the jungle swung 
into action on the big screen in 
the swaggering form of silent 
movie actor Elmo Lincoln. 

Written by Adam Cozad and Craig Brew¬ 
er, The Legend Of Tarzan is an entertaining 
and rumbustious romp that focuses on the 
love story between the orphaned hero and 
his plucky sweetheart against a backdrop of 
iate-19th century treachery. 

Director David Yates, who worked his 
magic at the helm of the final four films 
in the Harry Potter saga, orchestrates 
vine-swinging action sequences with 
aplomb, festooned with a menagerie of 
computer-generated animals that look 
incredibly realistic in close-up. 

Digital might beats its chest in every lush 
frame, including a bone-crunching fight 
between Tarzan and one of his ape brethren 
and a terrifying stampede. 

However, Yates is careful to stoke the 
smouldering on-screen embers between 
an impressively bare-chested Alexander 
Skarsgard and the luminous Margot Robbie 
so we root for the lovers when the odds are 
stacked heavily against them. 

It has been many years since Tarzan 
(Skarsgard) left behind the jungles of Africa 
to settle into gentrified life as John Clayton 
III, Lord Greystoke, with his beloved wife, 
Jane (Robbie). 

The lush paradise of the Congo is a 
sweet, distant memory until the British 
Prime Minister (Jim Broadbent) passes on 
an invitation from King Leopold II of Bel¬ 
gium to visit the Congo as a trade emissary 
of Parliament. 

John initially refuses, but gun-slinging 


American envoy George Washington 
Williams (Samuel L Jackson) persuades the 
Greystoke heir to go in order to investigate 
rumours Leopold has enslaved local tribes 
to build his railroad. 

John, Jane and George depart for the 
Congo, unaware they are pawns in a dead¬ 
ly game masterminded by Machiavellian 
Belgian envoy, Captain Leon Rom (Chris¬ 
toph Waltz), who has agreed to deliver 


Tarzan to Chief Mbonga (Djimon Hounsou) 
in exchange for the legendary diamonds of 
Opar. 

A stand-off ensues and Jane is captured 
as tantalising bait. “He’s Tarzan, you’re 
Jane. He’ll come for you,” smirks Rom. 

Faced with the prospect of losing his 
soulmate, John gathers his animal friends 
and unleashes the primal warrior of the 
past. Shot at Warner Bros. Studios near 


Watford and on location around the UK, 
The Legend Of Tarzan captures the bare 
necessities of Burroughs’ source text. 

Skarsgard and Robbie are an attractive 
pairing, the latter imbuing her heroine with 
steeliness and resolve. 

Two-time Oscar winner Waltz has 
portrayed too many sadistic schemers in 
recent years for his turn as the pantomime 
villain here to send shivers down the spine.

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A PRIZE pot of £10,000 will be on 
offer as Llangollen International 
Musical Eisteddfod launches its 
search for the world’s best young 
singers. 

The winner of the Llangollen Inter¬ 
national Young Singer competition in 
2017 will win £5,000 thanks to a spon¬ 
sorship deal with the Pendine Park 
organisation while the runner-up will 
be awarded £2,500 from the Bryn Ter¬ 
fel Foundation and third place will re¬ 
ceive £1,500. 

The aim is to develop the existing Voice 
of the Future contest to attract talented 
young singers from right across the world 
and make it a truly international competi¬ 
tion 

Festival musical director Eilir Owen Grif¬ 
fiths said increasing the annual prize pot 
from 2017 onwards will catapult the com¬ 
petition into a whole new league. 

He said: “This is a truly remarkable ges¬ 
ture by Pendine Park and the Bryn Terfel 
Foundation. The timing is especially appro¬ 
priate as we will be celebrating our 70th 
anniversary in 2017 and looking forward to 
an even brighter future.” 

Opera star Bryn Terfel said: “Competing 
at Llangollen played an important role in 
my development as a young singer and I am 
always pleased to have the opportunity to 
return to perform here. 

“This year is extra special for me because 
I am excited about the potential of the Lla¬ 
ngollen International Young Singer compe¬ 
tition which I believe can be of real global 
significance. 

“I am passionate about nurturing the 
talent of young singers through my foun¬ 
dation and, with the extra prize money and 
the prestige that brings, the competition 
will be able to attract the very best of the 
world’s young singing talent.” 

The Llangollen International Young 
Singer competition will be open to young 
soloists under the age of 28 and the prize 
money is intended to help them advance 
their professional career. The prize also 
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includes the chance to perform at future 
festival concerts. 

During the two-day competition, singers 
will be required to deliver a contrasting 
programme of up to eight minutes of music, 
including oratorio, opera, lieder and song, 
performed in its original language. 

In the final competitors will have to pres¬ 
ent a programme of music lasting up to 10 
minutes. 

This year’s Llangollen International Mu¬ 
sical Eisteddfod, which ended on Sunday, 
is well on course to break even financially, 
organisers have said. 

Three near sell-out evening concerts sent 
ticket sales soaring significantly and higher 
visitor attendances than in 2015 have added 
to the bright financial outlook. 

Dr Rhys Davies, who has just completed 
his first successful year as eisteddfod chair¬ 
man, said: “In contrast to recent years 
when the picture hasn’t looked too good 
financially, we know we’re definitely on 
course to break even this time. 

“What’s helped most are three concerts 
which enjoyed almost full houses - Tues¬ 
day’s Carmen starring opera headliners 
Kate Aldrich and Noah Stewart, Thursday’s 
featuring Bryn Terfel and Joseph Calleja, 
and the Sunday show with Jools Holland.

SUV will keep you on 
straight and narrow 



By Graham Breeze 

Peugeot’s impressive 2008 
just got even better with the 
arrival of a beefy looking GT- 
line version which goes on 
sale in July. 

The 2008 has been getting rave 
reviews since launch back in 2013 
with Peugeot’s new “grip control” 
system and the new three cylinder 
1.2litre GT-line petrol model I’ve 
just driven is another step in the 
right direction for the company. 

Don’t be fooled that the 2008 is an 
off-road vehicle because that certainly 
isn’t the case. It’s not badged as an 
all-terrain vehicle but it will take you 
further than most in the SUV sector 
thanks to Peugeot’s unique electronic 
stability programme. 

The system works to maintain the 
best possible traction with five operat¬ 
ing modes chosen by the driver from a 
control mounted on the centre console 
- Standard, Snow, All-Terrain, Sand 
and Off with mud and snow tyres com¬ 
ing in the package. 

The system did more than enough to 
impress at launch in the snow back in 
2013 and I’ve now had the chance to 
put the new GT-line through its paces 
in the mud. 

Quite simply it does all it says on the 
tin. Don’t expect it to get you through 
rivers and bogs but do expect to stay 
in full control in most of the muddy or 
sandy situations you are likely to en¬ 
counter. 

The first thing you notice about the 
new GT-line is the new beefy front with 
the latest Peugeot design codes and 


new double grille treatment with the 
test car looking particularly dashing in 
bright red with a red and black interior 
theme. 

Wheel arch extensions and scuff 
plates give the GT-line a robust appear¬ 
ance with the tailgate opening to reveal 
a low loading sill with plenty of room for 
the golf clubs or holiday luggage. 

New 17” alloys get gloss black/an¬ 
thracite treatment which also replaces 
the standard chrome effect, including 
the front grille surround, fog light cov¬ 
ers, mirror casings and roof bars. The 
front grille includes Black Chrome fac¬ 
ets with red Peugeot lettering, while 
the rear stainless steel scuff plates are 
decorated like the exhaust tailpipe. The 
‘GT Line’ badging is displayed on each 
front wing and on the tailgate. 

Stylish 

Once inside there’s no mistaking 
Peugeot’s i-cockpit design with a com¬ 
pact sports steering wheel that has 
all the adjustments required to find a 
comfortable seating position. The col¬ 
our-coded handbrake is another stylish 
touch from the French company. 

Everything the modern motorist 
needs can be found within a seven 
inch touchscreen control centre that’s 
as easy to use as any I have encoun¬ 
tered. I’m a known critic of this type of 
system but you have to hand it to Peu¬ 
geot’s design team on this occasion - 
everything is easy to find and even the 
sat nav system is straight forward. 

And as with all modern-day offerings 
you get Peugeot’s on-board connec¬ 
tivity system which includes the Mirror 
Screen feature which allows the driver 
to link an Apple Carplay with voice ac¬ 
tivation or MirrorLink compatible smart¬ 


phone to the touch screen. Peugeot 
has also added Active City Brake tech¬ 
nology which can reduce the severity of 
accidents and even helps avoid them 
altogether. Park Assist technology will 
automate the parking process on the 
top of the range models and you also 
get a reversing camera in the package. 
It’s taken me a while but I’m becoming 
a big fan of this camera system. 

There’s 18 models in the 2008 range 
now and the three cylinder 1.2 litre 
PureTech 130 on test was a hugely im¬ 
pressive performer with Peugeot claim¬ 
ing best in class figures of 58.9mpg 
and C02 levels of 1 lOg/km as the 
company pursues more buyers from 
the petrol sector. 

The UK range is composed of Euro 
6 PureTech and BlueHDi engines, in 
manual and automatic. Offering power 
ratings of 82 to 130hp, its C02 emis¬ 
sions are restricted from 96 to 114g/ 
km. Four types of engine are ‘Best-in- 
Class’ in their segment, including the 
new 1,2L PureTech 130 on test. 

Peugeot has sold over 40,000 ver¬ 
sions of the 2008 in the UK since launch 
back in 2013 when the emphasis was 
focused clearly on the impressive new 
grip control system. Focus has now 
shifted to improved performance and a 
more rugged look and a sales target in 
the petrol sector. 

Prices start at £13,615 and top out 
at £20,565 while the model on test hits 
the road at £19,215 - a competitive 
price for an SUV which should keep 
you on the straight and narrow in most 
day-to-day conditions. 

But remember this is not a competi¬ 
tor in the 4X4 market or you’ll find your¬ 
self bogged down.

RECORD-BREAKING rider Rachel 
Atherton claimed her 11th successive 
UCI Mountain Bike World Cup victory 
with another thrilling performance in 
the latest event at Lenzerheide, Swit¬ 
zerland. 

Llanrhaeadr’s Atherton finished 0.7 
seconds clear of fellow Briton Tahnee 
Seagrave with France’s Myriam Nicole 
third in round five of the women’s down¬ 
hill event. Another British rider, Wales’ 
Manon Carpenter, was fourth. 

Riding for the Trek Factory Racing 
team, 28-year-old Atherton’s remarka¬ 
ble winning run goes back to June 2015, 
starting at Fort William in Scotland. 

Her latest success marked a 31st 
World Cup career win to maintain her 
tight grip at the top of the standings, 
and stay firmly on course to become the 
elite women’s World Cup champion yet 
again. 

With the Lenzerheide track drying 
out following rain, Atherton stormed to 
victory in the finals after posting fastest 
times at every split in clocking three 
minutes, 33.859 seconds. 

However, her winning sequence came 
under real threat from the in-form Sea- 
grave, but the last rider to go just missed 
out on a first World Cup win. 

After her 11th consecutive success 
maintained this season’s clean sweep, 
Atherton said: “That was close and so 
nerve-wracking. 

“It was awesome riding and Tahnee is 
pushing me so hard right now.” 

Britain also had success in the men’s 
downhill as Danny Hart edged out 
American Aaron Gwin by less than one- 
tenth of a second to claim his first World 
Cup win. 

South Africa’s Greg Minaar came in 
third. 

Atherton’s brother, Gee, finished 15th 
overall in 3.12.544 some 6.8 seconds off 
the pace. 

The Downhill World Cup now moves 
to Mount St Anne in Canada for the 
sixth round on Sunday, August 7.
